The great Napoleon died an Emperor, altho’ 
he passed away from earth hi exile upon a 
lonely island in the midst of a terrible convul­ 
sion of uature, without a friend tc receive his 
parting words; yet he held to the last his faith 
in himself as a bom ruler, and trusted that 
his “ Ideas” would not cease to control 
Franco iu the form of a successor in the dy-' 
nasty be established. 
Years went by, aud an 
adventurer bearing the same name, of the 
same blood, succeeded in re-upholstering and 
occupying the vacated throue of his uncle. 
Nearly a score of years ho sat there; tho na­ 
tion which this charlatan grasped by a sort of 
political burglar)’ he governed at least as well 
ns it had ever been' governor M ore. 
Uuti) 
the reverses of his later life Napoleou III. 
grew in reputation among the heads and chief 
wen of other nations as an abler man than 
they had at first taken him to be, and it is no 
more than just to accord him tho praise of 
Iiaviug done much good in France. Tho story 
of his ultimate defeat aud fall is too well known 
and too recent lo need recapitulation here. 
Now his sos, the Brines Napoleon, has at­ 
tained his eighteenth year and to him the 
hopes and expectations of the imperialists 
naturally turn. 
The young man has not de­ 
veloped as yet any qualities upon which his 
future can be safely predicated; but there is 
time enough for that. 
At the Chiselhurst cel­ 
ebration the other day he said in a few modest 
words—evidently put into his mouth for tho 
occasion, and with an eye to the wide publi­ 
cation they would bo likely to receive—that 
he was willing to submit his claims lo the 
throne of France to a plebutciium, or vole of 
tho i>eople.

Yet in his own phrase used in reference 
to the death of Lincoln, “There are no acci­ 
dents in this world.” 


P rin ce N apoleon. 
The traditions and hopes of a “royal house” 
often outlive its strength and popularity.— 
The great Napoleon died an Emperor, altbo’ 
he passed away from earth in exile upon a 
lonely island in the midst of a terrible convul­ 
sion of nature, without a friend tc receive his 
parting words; yet he held to the last his faith 
in himself as a born ruler, and trusted that 
bis “ ideas” would not cease to control 
France iu the form of a successor in the dy-’ 
nasty he established. 
Years went by, and an 
adventurer bearing the same name, of the 
same blood, succeeded in re-upholstering and 
occupying the vacated throuc of his uncle. 
Nearly a score of year3 ho sat there; the na­ 
tion which this charlatan grasped by a sort of 
political burglary he governed at least as well 
as it had ever been" governed before. 
Until 
tho reverses of his later life Napoleou III. 
grew in reputation among the heads aud chief 
men of other nations as an abler man than 
they had at first taken him tobe, and it Is no 
more than just to accord him the praise of 
having done much good in France. Tho story 
of his.ultimatc defeat aud fall is too well known 
and too recent to need recapitulation here. 
Now his so«, the Prince Napoleon, has at­ 
tained his eighteenth year and to him the 
hopes and expectations of the imperialists 
naturally turn. 
The young man has not de­ 
veloped as yet auy qualities upon which his 
future can be safely predicated; but tliere is 
time enough for that. 
At the Chiselburat cel­ 
ebration the oilier day he said iu a few modest 
words—evidently put into his mouth for tho 
occasion, and with ail eye to tho wide publi­ 
cation they would be likely to receive—that 
he was willing to submit his claims to the 
throne of France to a plebiscitum, or vote of 
the people. 
Thi3 proposition is safe enough 
to make just now, inasmuch as such a step 
cannot be taken at present or at any time in 
the near future; the temper and strength of 
the administration being a sufficient guaran­ 
ty for that. 
What coining years may bring 
forth is easier to predict of any other nation 
than of the French. 
There the rule of con­ 
traries seems to hold, the mo3t uulikely events 
being the surest to happen. 
MacMahou’s 
term of seven years may increase republican 
sentiment, or tho whole pseudo republican 
structure may topple over in one of those 
gusts of popular excitement which have blown 
away its like before. 
In any case, we hope 
for his own sake that there will be no Napo­ 
leon IV. 
Quite as much as other imperial 
families the Bonapartes have reason to re­ 
member that 
■ “ Uneasy Is the head which wears a crow n.”

Mr. Willard, of Vermont, called attention 
to tho inequality of compensation provided 
for officials of Congress and for those Of the 
various other departments of the government, 
and offered various amendments for reduc­ 
tion of the pay of door-keepers aud messen­ 
gers iu the Capitol, all of which were rejected. 
In the course of the discussion on one of 
the amendments, Mr. Speer, of Pennsylvania, 
having moved proform a to reduce an item of 
$10, and it having been referred to by the 
Chairman as the $10 amendment, expressed 
considerable indignation against members on 
the Democratic side of the House, who, while 
preaching economy, voted against all proposi­ 
tions to reduce expenses. 
Ho also alluded to 
tho Chairman as one who professed to bo 
largely in favor of economy and of an increa30 
in the hours of clerical labor of poor girls 
in the departments, and yet the Chairman had 
undertaken to fling a taunt at hipi in relation 
to his amendment. 
Mr. NIBLACIi,to whom Speer had alluded, 
said that lie had never adopted the policy of 
watching the spigot while the bung-hole ran 
loose, and he intimated that that was the pol­ 
icy of Speer, who had voted lor the bill to add 
foity-nine new members to the House of Rep­ 
resentatives with salaries of $5,000 each and 
mileage, which bill ho (Niblack) had voted 
against and opposed. 
Mr. COX joined iu the discussion and de­ 
clared that 
language 
was inadequate to 
express the contempt of the people for the 
namby-pamby, 
shilly-shally, 
wisiiy- washy 
economy of the House. 
They heard a good 
deal of grinding, but they saw ho meal. 
(Laughter.) That was a Persian idea. 
It was 
oriental wisdom. 
Because a gentleman on 
the Democratic side of the House, aided by 
one honorable gentleman on the Republican 
side (Mr. Willard of Vermont), undertook to 
challenge a comparison between the cxpmidi- 
tures of the present lima and tiiose of 18G1 
or 1866 on the question of salaries, they were 
told that it was a small m atter; but he would 
remind the Sunday School scholars on the 
other 
side of the 
House 
that 
“littile 
drops 
of 
water, 
little 
grains 
of 
sand make the mighty ocean aud the pleasant 
land.” (Laughter.) The members on theother 
side would go homo to their state conventions 
and would present resolutions that it was the 
duty of all men to practice economy, and yet 
they would sneak between the tellers, vote 
down all propositions to reduce expenses, but 
when the yeas and nays were called they 
would not be there. 
He lilmself did not be­ 
long to any side of tho House. 
(Laughter.) 
He was uot particularly in affiliation with any 
one side or other. lie was an eclectic philoso­ 
pher. 
(Laughter.) 
He picked out gentle­ 
men like the Chairman and other distinguished 
members on both sides and made his parly 
with them. 
The people were doing the same 
thing. 
There was meaning ia the late elec­ 
tion in New Hampshire and there would be a 
bigger meaning in the coming election in 
Connecticut, and more still among llie Gran­ 
gers. 
He 
understood from distinguished 
western men that hardly a member on either 
side of the House would ever come back. 
(General laughter.) 
Mr. McCRARY of Iowa proposed that to­ 
morrow be set apart for the discussion of the 
transportation bill, giving as a reason that 
the members would be absent to-morrow to 
witness the launch of the Pacific Mail steam­ 
ship City of Pekin, at Chester, I’a. 
Mr. E. II. ROBERTS objected. 
Mr. MARSHALL of Illinois, from tiie Ap­ 
propriation Committee, reported the Military 
Academy appropriation bid. 
Referred to the 
Committee of the Whole. 
Mr. COBURN of Indiana, CLuLinán of tho 
Military Committee, report; 1 a bill to provide 
for a gradual reduction of the army, which 
was made the special order for the first Tues­ 
day in April. 
Mr. CONGER of Michigan, a member of the 
Committee on Commerce, renewed the propo­ 
sition that lo-moirow be devoted to debate on 
the cheap transportation bill. 
Tho members 
of his committee, lie said, regarded it almost 
as a part of their duty to attend the launch of 
tha largest steamship ever buffi in the United 
States. 
Mr. ROBERTS withdrew his consent and 
unanimous consent was given. 
The IIouso at 4:30 took a recess until half- 
past seven, the evening session to be fur de­ 
bate on the transportation bill. 


EVENING SESSION. 
In the evening session tho debate on the 
bill to regulate inter-state railroad commerce 
was opened by Scudder of New Jersey, who 
opposed the bill on legal, constitutional and 
practical grounds. 
Eleven member^ were 
present, including tho Speaker pro tem., 
Sprague of Ohio. 
The debate was continued 
by Ilolinan and Cotton of Iowa in support of 
the bill in its general features.

C e le b ra tio n of St« P a t r i c k ’s b a y In 
T h i s C it y , 
In accordance with the prognostications of 
“ Old Probabilities'’ Tuesday made its advent 
with a drizzling rain, causing the condition of 
tho streets to be anything but conducive to 
agreeable 
marching 
for the organizations 
which composed the procession. 
Before a1 
luding to What was done In this city on Tues 
day, to celebrate St. Patrick’s Day, we would 
say a word in honor of St. P atrick : 
Accord 
big lo the best encylopaedias Le was a dis 
linguished missionary of the fifth century, 
commonly known as tho Apostle of Ireland 
Although Irishmen 
celebrate the 17th of 
March, there is some uncertainly a3 to the 
date and place of his birth. 
It is believed 
however, that St. Patrick was born somewhere 
in the neighborhood of Boulogne, in tile an 
den t Armoric Britain. *In the year 413, an 
Irish monarch, Neal of the Nine Hostages, 
ravaged some of tho m aritim e districts of 
Gaul, and St. Patrick, then in his sixteenth 
year, was taken prisoner and carried to Ire 
land, whore ho was purchased as a slav® by 
person residing in that part of tho country 
now called Antrim. 
Here his duty was to 
tend sheep, and hi3 lonely occupation in the 
forest and mountain begat that depth of fee! 
log which afterwards inspired his future life 
He spent six years as a shepherd, when the 
desire of liberty became strong, and he made 
his escape to the southwestern coast, where 
he found a vessel bound for Gaul ready to sail. 
Soon after his arrival among his friends, ho 
entered a monastery or college a t Tours, where 
ho spent Tour years, and, It is believed, em­ 
braced Hie ecclesiastical profession. 
But his 
active mind was not fitted for the cloister, and 
his imagination dwelt with fervor upon the 
country of his captivity, 
n e 
frequently 
dreamed that he was invited to return In tho 
name of the Irish people. * He did not, how 
ever, arrive in Ireland for Mio second time un­ 
til 422. 
Landing at Dublin, he set out with 
his followers for that part of the country 
where so many of his youthful years had been 
s|>ent. 
On their way they were taken for sea 
robberi or pirates, and were attacked by 
chief named Dicho und his followers. 
Tho 
holy and benignant countenance of the Saint 
i -mid to have produced so powerful an efiect 
upon Dicho as to have changed his destruc­ 
tive purposes, and Dicho soon became his 
first Christian convert. 
Here St. Patrick cel­ 
ebrated divine service in a barn, called Subbul 
Padruic, or Partlck’a barn. 
In the year 431 
he went to Rome, where lie .was scut again 
by the Pope of the day, Celestine, to preach 
in Ireland. 
He did great work there, found­ 
ing nearly 400 churches, aud baptizing with 
Ins own band 12,000 persons. 
Ile died at a 
place called Downpatrick, where Ilia relics 
were preserved down to the period of the Re­ 
formation, tho place beiug still much venera­ 
ted by the people of that country. 
At the hour to form on W urtsstrect.with the 
right resting on Ilotmus, tho rain was coming

had any.

J ohn V an Valkenbi ruii sworn—Smith and 
llommel were generally together in tho village 
of Saugerties; were generally on the corner 
near tho Exchange Hotel; they travel together 
some time of the year; saw them once, when 
Smith ofiered to treat; Smith said, “ Artinan 
won’t let me have any more rom, says I am 
drunk enough, lint ho will let my friends drink 
as long as I will pay for it;” says he, “ I've 
got money enough and it didn’t cost mo any­ 
thing at th at;” this was somewhere al>eut tho 
20th day of last June; he showed me sorno 
money, about $21. 
Cross-Era tnt tied— I live three or four miles 
from Saugerties; I am a farmer on a small 
scale; other men also stand on the com ers of 
tho streets; liavo also seen Poppy Wclsch 
stand on the sidewalk; can’t name anybody 
else; probably I have seen 200 men there; we 
fiidn't drink in Bon A rtm an's; I was in Bim 
Artinau's (luring the day; don't know whether 
Smith was in there or not; I think Smith went 
in first and came out again; I went iii after 
that; lie showed ma the 221 the same day; be 
did tell me something about trading wagons; 
during the summer I didn't sec Smith as much 
as in the winter; I did drink with Smith that 
day. 
CuntsrIna J. Rowe—L’ve near Mr. Legg’#; 
Mr. Smith and Homo)el were at my house 
about the 1st of May; Smith has been to our 
house several limes, and lie occasionally wore 
a broad-rimmed black felt hat, and a lightish 
colored overcoat; he was also there before the 
first of .May; lie wore a grey coat; ho and 
llommel came there quito often together; Mr. 
llommel had on a long black overcoat and a 
cap. 
L'ros.s-E 'aminal— First heard of the robbery 
the tam o night; tho housekeeper came in and 
told mo; I believe Mr. Lcgg is not a married 
nan aud never hasbeen; Mr.'Lcggowns quite 
some property around there; among other 
bouses the hotel property in which I live; there 
arc four house* aloug that road within a mile.

The defense first ofiered in evidence the min­ 
utes taken before tho Police Justice at Saug­ 
erties, for the purpose of contradicting the 
evidence given by tin; witnesses for the prose­ 
cution.

day; he got trusted for some fish be bought 
of me. 
t’ross-Eca mined—lie said, “ Charge it,” 
und I said, “ Ob, Jon can remember it,” and 
he said, “ Put it down, aud I will come is 
and pay you;” he didR'l corno in the next 
day und pay me. 
Watson Crawford sworn—I know Lcgg; 
Iud a conversation with him the day after the 
robbery about it at the Exchange Hotel; saw 
Mr. Legs;, and lie said he had bren robbed of 
some $500 or $G00; asked him lf lie knew 
who the robbers were, and lie said, “ No; 
they were disguised so I couldn’t tell them 
from my nearest neighbor.”

Lcgg; asked him about tho robbery; asked 
him if he could recognize the parties, nod he 
said they were disguised so he couldn’t tell 
them from his nearest neighbor; this was the 
next day after Hie robbery, about the middle 
of the day; ho said they had something over 
their faces which was one reason ho couldn’t 
recognize them.

The prisoner’* counsel hero rested, aud tho 
case was closed. 
So strong was the defence 
in the case, that after a consultation4oetwecn 
tho counsel and coart] tho jo-y were allowed 
to retire without summing up of counsel or 
chargeof the Judge,and they returned in court 
in a few minutes with a verdict of not guilty.

ing lo the best encylopaedias he was a dis­ 
tinguished missionary of the fifth century, 
commonly known as tho Apostle of Ireland. 
Although Irishmen 
celebrate the 17th of 
March, there is some uncertainty as to the 
dale and place of Lis birth. 
It is believed, 
however, that St. Patrick was bom somewhere 
in the neighborhood of Boulogne, in the an­ 
cient Armoric Britain. «In tho year 413, an 
Irish monarch, Neal of the Nine Hostages, 
ravaged some of the m aritim e distiicts cf 
Gaul, and St. Patrick, then in liis sixteenth 
year, was taken prisoner and carried to Ire­ 
land, where ho was purchased as a slave by a 
person residing iu that part of the country 
now called Antrim. 
Here his duty wa3 to 
tend sheep, and liis lonely occupation iu tho 
forest and mountain begat that depth or feel­ 
ing which afterwards inspired his future life. 
He spent six years as a shepherd, when the 
desire of liberty became strong, and he made 
his escape to tho southwestern coast, where 
he found a vessel bound for Gaul ready to sail. 
Soon after his arrival among his friends, ho 
entered a mouastery or college at Tours, where 
ho spcntTour years, and, it is believed, em­ 
braced the ecclesiastical profession. 
But liis 
active mind wa3 not fitted for the cloister, aud 
his imagination dwelt with fervor upon the 
country of his captivity. 
Ho frequently 
dreamed that he was invited to return in the 
name of the Irish people. * He did not, how­ 
ever, arrive in Ireland for (he second time un­ 
til 422. 
Landing at Dublin, he set out with 
liis followers for that part of the country 
where so many of his youthful ycar3 had been 
spent. 
On their way they were taken for sea 
robbers or pirates, and were attacked by a 
chief named Dicho and his followers. 
Tho 
holy aud beuignaut countennuce of the Saint 
is said to have produced so powerful an efiect 
upon Dicho as to have changed his destruc­ 
tive purposes, and Dicho soon became his 
first Christian convert. 
Ilcrc St. Patrick cel­ 
ebrated divine service iu a barn, called Subbul 
I’adruic, or Partick’s barn. 
In the year 431 
he went to Rome, where he .was sent again 
by the Pope of the day, Celestino, to preach 
in Ireland. 
He did great work there, found­ 
ing nearly 400 churches, aud baptizing with 
hi3 own hand 12,000 persons. 
lie died at a 
place called Downpatrick, where his relics 
were preserved down to the period of the Re­ 
formation, the place being still much venera­ 
ted by the people of that country. 
At the hour to form on Wurts street,with the 
right resting on Holmes, the rain was coming 
steadily down; hut as some very slight indi­ 
cations of clearing away were manifest, it 
was deemed advisable to defer the formation 
of the procession until the weather pronounced 
itself, which it did most emphatically for rain, 
between eleven and twelve, when the diderent 
organizations marched to W urts street and 
there, under the direction of Grand Marshal 
Lieut. Col. Flynn and liis aids, Messrs. Thos. 
J. Leonard, James Fields, Stephen Conwell, 
John Daly and Terrence O’Reilly, Jr., lino 
wa3 formed in the following order:

Company 1’, 20th Regiment, Captain I*. Gill. 
Chief Engineers Weber and Gross, 
Assistant Engineer Canileld aud Supervisor 
Mellon in carriage.

Kelley, Foreman.

Walden Baud.

The line of march was then begun, aud not­ 
withstanding the rain and miserable state of 
tho walking, hosts of people of both sexes and 
all ages followed the procession. 
Tho decorations along the line of march 
were iu many instances very beautiful, and in 
a few cases elaborate, but where such a gen­ 
eral observance of the day which was being 
celebrated was manifest, it would be some­ 
what tedious to enumerate all the buildings 
which bloomed forl’u with the national colors, 
the green field aud golden harps of the ban­ 
ner of Ireland, or evergreens and flowers. We 
saw no liaud30iner sight on the line of march 
than Garden street presented when the pro­ 
cession entered it from Division stre e t; there 
was a forest of flags overhead and oceans of 
mud beneath, but we doubt if those who were 
tramping through it to the music of the bands 
saw ought but the flags and other decora­ 
tions. 
The beautiful banners of the St. Joseph and 
St. Mary’s Temperance Societies were borne 
iu the procession in spite of tho pitless pelt- 
ings of the rain. The Temperance Band made 
its first public appearance on St. Patrick’s 
Day, and it certainly was a rn03t creditable 
one. 
T&e members are a body of fine look­ 
ing young men, aud their uniform a very 
handsome one. 
The music which they dis­ 
coursed was alikej complimentary to their 
drill-master and instructor, th e’veteran Frof. 
Goeller, and themselves. 
Iu the procession there were, by actual 
count, five hundred and aevonty-four mem­ 
bers of Temperance Societies, and two hun­ 
dred and sixty firemen, military and members 
or St. Mary’s Mutual Benefit Society, beside 
the Marshal, his aids, the reverend clergy aud 
citizens in carriages. 
The triumphal car was 
uot brought out owing to the rain, which 
would have ruined its decorations, but on St. 
Joseph’s Day it will be in the procession if the 
weather is not stormy. 
The Cadets of Temperance are deserving of 
a word of praise for their goodly number and 
handsome uniforms. 
The Grand Marshal aud 
his aids were handsomely uniformed and 
mounted, and added much to the splendor of 
the display, as gold lace, flowing plumes and 
bright buttons always do. 
By some oversight 
an American ensign was borne in the proces­ 
sion union down, and the ensign displayed 
from Van.Deusen Bros’, store on Garden street 
was also bent on the staff in the same signal- 
of-distress manner. 
All of the troops, firemen 
and benevolent and temperance societies are 
deserving of great credit for the plucky mau- 
n«r in which they performed the lino of march 
in spite of rain and mud. 
The review by His 
Honor the Mayor and the Common Council 
consisted in merely march'mg past them and 
salqting. 
Had the day been one of bright skies and 
the streets in good condition for marching the 
display would have been one of tho finest ever 
seen in this city;’as it was it was highly cred­ 
itable to all concerned. 
The procession returned to the lower part 
of the city and line was broken about 3:30, 
when the difleront organizations marched to 
their headquarters and were trisaiissed.

SESSIONS. 


J u d e » W m . L a w to n , P re sid in g 1. 
Continued. 
On Tuosday morning the case of The Peo* 
•pie vs. David Smith was continued. 
The first witness called w as N oah L a s i ie r 
—Was at the Exchange Hotel; Smith w as on 
the stoop; said I to Mr. Legg, “ Is that tho 
man who stole your mouey ?" Smith turned 
around, and said, “ If you think I am the man 
who stole your money, why in h— 1 don’t you 
take me up then. 
Tho boys are continually 
hooting aud yelling at me, ‘ There is the 
man who stoic Mr. Legg’s money!’” 


W il l ia m 
S c iio o n m a k er 
sworn—On the 
night of tho robbery I was coming down from 
the shed with a lantern, when I saw two men 
going up toward Mr. Legg’s. 
This was be- 
tweeu 6 and 7 o’clock. 
Tho short man had 
on an overcoat, hut I dan’t think tho tall man 
had any. 
He had one of these “ mush” cap3 
on. 
Cross-Examined—This 
was 
at Quarry- 
ville; I work for the Blue Stone Company, and 
keep'm y team at Quarryvi lie. 
John Schoonmakkr sworn—Saw two men 
walkiug down toward Saugerties; one had a 
cap on, and the other a h at; couldn’t .recog­ 
nize them by the face. 
(While this witness 
was on the stand, a band was heard outside 
and the Court room was soon depopulated. 
The court said ho would suspend the trial a 
few minutes in order to give. tho people a 
chance to take a look, i 


C h a r l e s R ig g in s sworn—Was iu tho town 
oí Saugerties in February, 1873; while in Sau- 
gerties saw John llommel, Smith, ConiPil 
Wright, and two others I didu’t recognize; 
this was in front of Mr. Clark’s Hotel; I think 
this was between eleven and twelve o’clock; 
the road was heavy, and when I got to Quar­ 
ry ville it must have been uear two o’clock; I 
think Smith had a cream-colored, overcoat 
aud a cap on. 
Homtnel had a lightish coat 
on that came just above the knees; they stood 
on the sidewalk, and spoke to me as I went 
through. 
Cross-Examined—I staid at Sam Ilommel’s 
at Quarry ville all night; that is one of my 
stopping places wheu I make my circuit. 


J ohn V a n V a l k e n b u r g h sworn—Smith and 
llommel were generally together in tho village 
of Saugerties; were generally on the corner 
near the Exchange H otel; they travel together 
some time of the year; 3aw them ouce, wheu 
Smith oflered to treat; Smith said, “ Artman 
won’t let me have any more rum, says I am 
drunk enough, but he will let my friends drink 
as long as I will pay for it;” says lie, “ I've 
got money enough and it didn’t cost me any­ 
thing at that;” this was somewhere abeut tho 
20th day of last June; he showed me some 
mouey, about § 21. 
Cross-Examined—I live three or four miles 
from Saugerties; I am a farmer on a small 
scale; other men also staud on the corners of 
tho streets; have also seen Poppy Weleeh 
stand on the sidewalk; can’t name anybody 
else; probably I have seen 200 men there; we 
didn’t drink in Ben Artm an’s; I was in Ben 
Artm au’s during tho day; don’t know whether 
Smith was in there or hot; I think Smith wont 
in first and came out again; I went in after 
that; he showed me the §21 the same day; he 
did tell me something about trading wagons; 
during the summer I didn't see Smith a3 much 
a3 in the winter; I did drink with Smith that 
day. 
C hristina J. R ow e—Live uear Mr. Legg's; 
Mr. Smith and llommel were at my house 
about the 1st of May; Smith has been to our 
house several limes, and lie occasionally wore 
a broad-rimmed black felt hat, and a lightish 
colored overcoat; lie was also there before the 
first of May; he wore a grey coat; he and 
llommel came there quite often together; Mr. 
llommel had on a long black overcoat and a 
cap. 
Cross-Examined—First heard of the robbery 
tho same night; the housekeeper came in and 
told me; I believe Mr. Legg is not a married 
man and never has been; Mr.'Leggowns quite 
some property around there; among other 
houses the hotel property in which I live; there 
arc four houses along that road within a mile. 
James D. Brink sworn—Had a conversation 
with Smith; lie said, “ I am arrested for rob­ 
bery, and would like to have you tell some of 
finy folks.” When I went up I spoke about the 
case to his friends; Smith said lie wa3 inno­ 
cent; I told him he must try aud find out tho 
guilty one; he said afterwards lie had a strong 
suspicion the robber was one Mike Lawless; 
he said he didn’t think John (llommel) had 
been there; I haven’t noticed their clothes 
very particularly; lie dealt in horses—he and 
llom m el together; have seen him at the Ex­ 
change Hotel. 
Cross-Examined—I have heard Lawless has 
been arrested for robbery; the man Wright 
has gone off out of the county; Mr. Legg and 
I had a conversation together to see if the 
meu were guilty; we talked in Low Dutch 
together. 
(The witness here gave the conver­ 
sation in Dutch.) 
I asked him, “ Which one 
are you the surest of?” and lie (Legg) said 
“ llom m el; I would have known him if it 
hadn’t been for the false face.” He said Smith’s 
brother came to the house and said to him, 
“ Do you yet think it is I who took your 
money ?” and that lie did think it was Da\id 
Smith. 
Said I to him, “ That was a mistake,” 
and he replied, “ Yes, I might have been mis­ 
taken in regard to Smith, but am sure it was 
Homme!.” 
C h r is t in a M. L a s h e r sworn—On cross-ex­ 
amination, testified one of the robbers tost a 
sleeve or shirt button in the house; it looked 
like bone or red glass. . 
Mr. C o r n e l iu s W. L e g g sw orn— I oflered 
a reward the next day. 
The prosecution then rested, and non. F. 
L. Westbrook opened the case for the defense. 
The defense first ofiered in evidence the min­ 
utes taken before tho Police Justice at Saug­ 
erties, for the purpose of contradicting the 
evidence given by the witnesses for the prose­ 
cution. 
The first witness called^ was S ea m a n S e a r ­ 


in g , who testified—Samuel Merclean was the 
Police Justice; 1 am acquainted with the sig­ 
nature ot the Justice. (Minutes shown witne33.J 
That ¡3 his handwriting; I know John II. 
llom m el; heard oi it the next day; the day 
of the robbery I saw him in my store in Saug­ 
erties; it was early in tho evening, or late in 
the afternoon, about the time wo were light­ 
ing the gas; Smith was not with him; there 
is one dwelling between my storo and the Ex­ 
change Hotel. 
Cross-Examined—Wc light the gas in Feb­ 
ruary probably about half-fast five. 
I have 
seen Smith and llommel together several 
times. 


J o h n T a y l o r sworn—Live in Saugerties; 
know John II. llom m el; my place of business 
is about in the centre of Saugerties; llommel 
was in my placo the 17th of February, be­ 
tween 1 and 3 o’clock of the afternoon of that 
day; he got trusted for some fish ho bought 
of me. 
Cross-Examined—lie said, 
“ Charge it,” 
and I said, “ Oh, yon can remember it,” and 
he said, “ Put it down, aud I will come iu 
and pay you;” he didn’t como in the next 
day and pay me. 


W A t so n C ra w fo r d sworn—I know Legg; 
had a conversation with him the day after the 
robbery about it at the Exchange Hotel; saw 
Mr. Legg, and lie said he had been robbed of 
som e §500 or §600; asked him if lie knew 
who the robhci’3 were, and he said, “ No; 
they were disguised so I couldn’t tell them 
from my nearest neighbor.” 
Cross-Examined — I shook hands with Mr. 
Legg; asked him about tho robbery; asked 
him if he could recognize the parties, and he 
said they were disguised so he couldn’t tell 
them from his nearest neighbor; this was tho 
next day after the robbery, about the middle 
of the day; he said they had something over 
their fac.c3 which was one reason he couldn’t 
recognize them. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
G eorge Martin sworn—Testified Mr. Legg 


had ¿aid to b in he couldn't Identify tbo man, 
because the room was dark; that he went to 
Mr. Legg’a house to collect the taxes, and 
said to him, “ Mr. Legg I have come lo 
collect taxes.” He said “ Yes, and it’s lucky 
they didn’t take all I bad so I couldn’t pay 
taxes.” I said “ Mr. Legg, you ought to try 
and find out those men,” and he replied, “ It 
would be hard to identify them because the 
room was dark aud lie couldn’t have known 
his nearest neighbor.” 
V a n S antvo o rd R oosa sworn—I.am a Cun- 
stable in the town of Saugerties; saw Mr. 
Legg a day or two after the robbery; he said 
“ he wouldn’t know them if he saw them 
again; wouldn’t know them if they were his 
next door neighbors.” 
S olomon H o m m el, sworn—Live in Malden; 
saw Cornelius Legg at my daughter’s place a 
little after the robbery; I asked him if lie had 
found track of his money, and he said no. 
Ho further said: “ I don’t think I would, be­ 
cause one had a mask over lii3 face, and the 
other I could only see by his high check bones; 
he too had bia face covered as though he didn’t 
want to be seen.” 
Cross-Examined—Hommel is no relation, 
that I know óf, to me; if he is it mu3t be the 
forty-eleventh cousen. 


C h a r l e s Ma in s sworn—Am clerk for Mr. 
Searing; saw Hommel the 17th at tho store 
about the time wo lighted the ga3. 
F r a n k B o stw ick sworn—Saw John llommel 
at the Exchange notel the 17th of February; 
it was about C:30; Smith was not with him; 
he had some fish with him; I came to Kings­ 
ton and Eddyvillc with Hommel the next day. 
Cross-Examined—During the day I had 
been around the street; Johu Hommel and I 
were together; Neil Wright wa3 with us; I 
saw Charley Riggins the next day inRondout; 
Neil Wright went to Kingston with us and 
when I came back tho next morning Wright 
said, “ Yeung man, you had better go homo 
or 3’ou will get arrested; they say you have 
been out to Legg’s with llommel and stolen 
his money.” When at Kingston we stopped 
at Hamilton's; from there we went to a Jew 
horse dealer; they oflered to trade horses with 
U3, and llommel oflered his note. 


C h a r l o t t e H o m m el sworn—Am sister of 
John II. Hommel; lire with John; I remember 
the 17th of February, 1873; John came home 
that time between C an d 7 o’clock; he brought 
home with him fish and crackers; lie took 
supper after he came home; I cooked the fish; 
it was between 7 and 8 o'clock ho oat his sup­ 
per; he went to bed between 8 and 9 oclock; 
ho had no rubber boots that night—got them 
next day; I remember it was the 17th because 
I had had a paper served on me to appoar be­ 
fore the Surrogate on the ISf'i of February, 
the next day. 
S a m u e l G a t sworn—Am brother-in-law of 
Hommel; on the niglit of the 17th Hommel 
was home—came home between C and 7 
o'clock; went to bed between S aud 9 o’clock. 


S a r a h G a y sworn—Am sister of John II. 
Hommel and wife of the last witness. 
(The 
testimony of this witness wa3 similar to that 
of her husband Samuel Gay.) 


J ohn H. H o m m el 
3worn—On the 17th of 
February, 1873, I wa3 in Saugerties; was 
around with young man Bostwick; went 
home in the evening; went to bed about 8:30 
and remained there until the next morning; 
bought a pair of lubber boots the next morn­ 
ing; wa3 not at Cornelius W. Legg’s the night 
of the 17th of February. 
Cross-Examined—Have not paid for tbe 
boot3 yet; Smith arid I were not very intimate 
that winter; we were not in the horse busi­ 
ness then; had been the summer before; met 
Noah Lusher on the street and got talking 
about a horse; Legg had traded horses, and 
there had been a law m it; I said, “ Well, 
that’s all right, the old man has lots of money 
and can stand it; I wonder where he keeps 
bi3 money ? ” Noah said. “ I I low all about 
it; he keeps it in his house.” 


E l l a S m itii sworn—Am sister of David 
Smith; on the niglit of the 17th I was at my 
brother’s house; came out of schcol and re­ 
mained there until a quarter to eight o’clock; 
David was there until I left; David lived only 
a little way from my father’s house. 


B e l a S m ith sworn—I live now in Greene 
county; a year ago last February lived in the 
town of Saugerties; I am father of David 
Sm ith; my wife a3ked me to go up to David’s 
the night of the 17th Inst, to bring Ella home; 
when 1 had got there Ella had gone; David 
was at home; that was a quaiter after eight 
o’clock. 
Counsel for prisoner here oflered E l iz a b h t u 


S m ith , the wife of the prisoner as a witness. 
The Court decided she could not bo a witness, 
though he understood a law was at’present be­ 
fore the Legislature making the wife compe­ 
tent as a witness for her husband in criminal 
ca3cs, 


Ma r g a r e t S m ith sworn—Am wife of Bela 
Smith; have ten children living; remember the 
17th of February and my daughter visiliug 
David’s; I think she came back about eight 
o’clock; Mrs. David Smith was expecting to 
be confined, and I thought E41a had better not 
stay under the circumstances. 
Several witnesses were called, who testified 
Mr. Legg had said to them he would make 
them a present if they would testify the pris­ 
oners were the robbers. 


Da v id S m ith then took the stand and gave 
his testimony in regard to bis whereabouts on 
the uight in question similar to that of his 
sister; that he wa3 home that niglit, and re­ 
mained there until morning. 


EVENING SESSION. 
After the court and jury had assembled, the 
two prisoners Smith and Hommel were told 
to stand up. 
They did so, and were found to 
be so nearly of*one height that hardly any 
difference could be distinguished. 
The evi­ 
dence taken in the police court was then 
read. 
The prisoner’s counsel here rested, aud the 
case was closed. 
So strong was the defence 
in the case, that after a consultation.between 
tbe couusel and coartj the ju*y were allowed 
to retire without summing up of counsel or 
charge of the Judge,and they returned in court 
in a few minutes with a verdict of not guilty. 
The civil calendar was then taken tip and 
No. 4G, Josiah Covert agst. Oscar P. Rose, 
called. 
The attorneys are Lewis Ilasbrouck 
for the plaintiff. 
The defendant does not ap­ 
pear. 
This action is brought to recover for 
the pasturing of two colts,amounting to[$79.- 
36. 
A verdict for that amount was rendered. 
The court then adjourned un'd 9 o’clock 
Wednesday morning.
